He told of getting out of the car 
I and freeing Craven s leg from its 
position buck of the spare wheel on 
I the lei t lander. Mrs. J. E Ryan, one 
of the passengers in his car. ordered 
him not to move the car as he pre- 
• pared to take the injured policeman 
I to tile hospital. 
The officer was

My wife had gotten out of 
the car and stopped a machine.

remember seeing the second officer 
on the highway. He appealed to be 
dead.” 
Ryan said that the police­ 
men w'ere placed in cars that had 
stopped along the other side of the 
road. After a search he and Davies 
found the "car that had caused the 
damage” and the police car.

Harrisburg, Nov. 17 (AP).—High- 
j wavs Secretary 
Roy 
Brownmiller 
said today his department nad to 
i purchase a number of trucks be- 
cause specifications were "violated" 
in the preceding republican adminis­ 
tration 
Brownmiller testified before the 
: house campaign charges committee 
i that lie had no knowledge of a "con- 
i spiracy” to purchase trucks above 
the fair market value and divert $50,- 
000 into the democratic political 
fund as charged by District Attorney 
1 Carl B. Shelley. 
Brow'nmiiler was deputy to the late 
i Secretary Warren VanDyke when 
the Earle administration bought a 
number of trucks. He said VanDyke 
told him 49 of 116 trucks purchased 
for 
the 
department 
during 
the 
Pinchot regime broke down because 
the specifications w'ere not followed. 
"That’s all I know about the pur- , 
chase of the trucks,” he said.

was not in my jurisdiction."

Nov 17 * AP) .-—The Brit­ 
ish government was said by a high 
authority today to have agreed to 
try to operate a plan offered by 
United States Ambassador Joseph P. 
Kennedy for removing thousands of 
Jews now suffering from a wave of 


violence and restrictive decrees in 
nazi Germany. 
Prune Minister Chamberlain was 
expected to make a statement on the 
plan in the house of commons later 
today. 
The United States ambassador was 
known to have laid his proposals be­ 
fore Chamberlain in a long confer­ 
ence Tuesday and the British gov­ 
ernment considered 
them 
in its 
meeting Wednesday. 
The ‘ Kennedy plan" has been de­ 
scribed authoritatively as calling for j 
an effort u> remove the majority of 
the 600.000 Jews now in Germany to 
North and South America and paris 
of the British. French and Nether- I 
lands empires. 


In well informed quarters it was 
emphasized th at Britain was work­ 
ing with the United States in try­ 
ing to obtain “a final solution" of 
the problem of the German Jews. 
Details of the proposals, which are 
to be presented also to Fiance, the 
Netherlands. Latin American re­ 
publics and other states, are ex­ 
pected to be worked out at forthcom­ 
ing meetings of the inter-govern­ 
mental 
committee 
on 
refugees, 
formed last July at Evian-Les-Baines. 
It was estimated that it would cost 
about $600 a family to move Jews 
from Germany to new homes in 
other lands. 
The United States’ part in the 


plan was understood to be mainly 
financial. 
Kennedy talked three times this 
morning to Malcolm MacDonald, 
secretary for colonies and for do­ 
minions who was one of the first 
members of the British government 
with whom he discussed his pro- 
posals. 
He also put them before 
Anthony Eden, former foreign sec­ 
retary, 
at 
luncheon 
Wednesday. 
Tonight he is dining with leaders 
of the labor party in the house of 
commons.
